The Particulars of His Death. 
ABERRATION OF THE MIND, CAUSED BY DISEASE, IN- 
DUCED HIS ACT—A SAD RECITAL, 

Our people were shocked yesterday morning, on 
reading the associated press telegram in THE Con- 
STITUTION, announcing that Mr, Jefferies had taken 
his own life. There were many, however, who 
knew the terrible nature of his disease—nerv- 
ous dyspepsia—and the effect it has on the 
minds of all who are in its grasp, that were scarcely 
astonished at the news. A physician who was con- 
sulted by him abouta month ago, stated contiden-

It appears that when Mr. Jefferies left the house at 
4 o'clock he went around one corner of the smoke- 
house, and there inflicted the wound that caused 
his death. He threw the razor into,the weeds near 
by, buttoned his coat about his throat so as to con- 
eeal the wound, walked back into the room and 
buried 
his head in his hands. He stood there a moment 
and then fell to the floor. There were apparently 
two wounds in the throat, asif the cutting had been 
done with two strokes. 
A note was leftsimply directing, “if I should die 
to-night" that his effects should be given to his 
“lear wife.’’ His brother does not think that he 
intended taking his life when he wrote this note. as 
he was subject to certain attacks for the past month 
and feared that he would die suddenly in some 
such attack, and had frequently told 
his brother if he should die during 
the night what to do. It is the opinion 
ofall the physicians and others who were acquainted 
with the nature of his disease that his death was 
induced by aberration of the mind caused by his 
‘Siekness. In this opinion we concur, for a man less 
likely to take such a step as thisin his sume moments 
than Dick Jefferics, we never knew.

Governor Critten- 
den telegraphs this morning to the sheriffs of this 
and adjacent counties ordering them to organize 
forces atonce and hunt the outlaws down at all 
hazards. This has been done, anda large number 
of well-armed, determined men are now in the 
field. 

A detective of one of the express companies, who 
has béen on the trail of the express robbers for a 
long time, left here for the west this morning. He 
suys that correspondents in Jackson county gave the 


to be another robbery attempted, but neither the 
exact time nor place could be ascertained, and. 
therefore, definite steps or measures could not be 
taken to prevent it. This detective believes the 
leaders of the gang contemplate still another rob- 


| bery before they leave for jtheir hiding places in the 


southwest. He also believes that Frank James and 
some two or three of the older leaders were concern- 
ed in the robbery nicht before last, and also in that 
at Winston, some weeks ago. The remainder of the 


| gang, he says, are made up of vicious men and crim- 


inals who reside in the neighborhood selected for 
these operations, and who are ready to embark in 
any desperate undertaking, if they have the proper 
leaders. 

A dispateh says that John Ryan, Sam Wilkinson 
and John Lend, or Hand, were arrested at different 
wints to-day, on suspicion of having been engaged 
n the train robbery of Wednesday night. Wilkin- 
son is in jail at Kansas City, while the 
others are confined at Independence. Ryan is a 
brother of one of the gang that robbed the train at 
Glendale, two years ego. John Bugler, one of those 
arrested last night, ix the son of ex-Sheriff Bugler, 
who was killed some time ago, while defending a 
jail againsta mob. The Chapman brothers, arrested 
fast night, and Ryan and Hand deny emphatically 
having been concerned in the robbery, but the olfi- 
cers say they have good evidence against them. It 
is said that the men who captured Wilkinson strung 
him up by the neck until he made a confession, but 
this is not verified. It is expected that several other 
well known hard cases will be brought in to-night. 
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IMPERIAL KISSING. 


Russia and Germany at 
c. 


Dantzic, September 10.—Emperor William has 


arrived and was entlrusiastically received. The 
Emperor William, of Germany, the crown prince 
Frederick William and the grand duke of Mecklen- 
burg, wearing the Russian uniform, left here at 
noon to-day for Neufahrwassen to meet the emperor 
of Russia. Bismarck, Who had an hour’s audience 
with the Spee William during the morning, fol- 
lowed immediately. The route to the railway sta- 
tion was lined by students and members of the im- 
perial guard, who cheered enthusiastically. 

The emperors will dine together on board the 
Hohenzollern, the Russian ship, which came in 
sight atll:30a.m. It was said that the presence of 
Bisinarck and the Russian Foreign Minister Giers at 
the meeting of the emperors can but confirm the fa- 
vorable impression caused by the proposed meeting, 
as it is considered a guarantee that every few hours 
which those two statesmen pass together will be 
spent in the interest of peace and contribute to the 
consolidation of the political situation. 

The Emperor William, Crown Prince Frederick 
William and Bismarck reached Neufahrwassen at 1 
o'clock this afternoon, and were much cheered. 


The Emperior William proceeded on board the impe- . 


rial yacht, Hohenzollern, which steamed out of har- 
borand was met by the Russian yacht with the 
ezar on board. The ironclad squadron fired a sa- 
lute. The two yachts lay alongside each other. At 
2 o'clock the czar went on board the Hohenzollern, 
and was cordialiy welcomed. Theczar's yacht was 
accompanied by two small men-of-war. At half- 

3 o'clock the emperors drove into Dantzic 
amid the pealing of bells, salutes of artillery and 
great cheers.

THE GREAT DARKNESS 


INTO WHICH FIVE MEN TAKE 
THEIR FLIGHT. 


Arkansas Furnishes the World with Another Picture 
for the Moralists to Descant Upon---Red-Hand- 
ed, Cruel and Vindictive Humanity Le- 

gally Punished--Details of the Affair. 


LittL& Rock, Ark., September 10.—Five murder- 
ers, Brown, Padgett and MeGowen, white; and 
Abel and Amos Manley, Creek Indians, were hanged 
at Fort Smith at 10:30 Friday morning. The execu- 
tion was private, only forty or fifty persons being 
admitted. The doomed men died easily with the 
exception of Manley. A Gazette special says that 
the doomed men, arriving at the gallows platform, 
ascended the steps and were placed ou the trap- 
door. They were all neatly attired ‘in thin suits of 
black furnished by the marshal. They were now 
informed that they could be heard if any de- 
sired to speak. Padgett, the hardest looking 
case among them, spoke first. He admifted 
the crime, but justified the act as his life had been 
threatened. He said he was prepared to die. Me- 
Gowen spoke at some length in justification of the 
crime and pleaded the threatening of his life as a 
good reason for killing his man. Had not witnesses 
sworn falsely, his fate would have been different, 
He complained also of his hardships in not getting 
a hearing fora respite. He was ready to die, and 
felt himself prepared to meet his God, only regret- 
ting to leave his wife and young children, He hoped 
Brown 
wimitted having spilt blood by aecidentally killing 
the wrong man, which he very much regretted. If 
he had killed the tight one he would not now 
be standing there 6n the threshold of eternity. He 
hoped’ the God he was about to appear before 
would forgive him. He hoped those who were ar- 
raigned before the United States court hereafter 
might have justice andafair show, which he 
did not have. Ile was now ready and willing to go. 
The Creek Indians were asked, through an inter- 
preter, George Gouday, what they had tosay. At 
the last moment they admitted their crime, which 
they had hitherto denied, but said they were not 
afraid to die. It would be only like going to sleep. 
They were ready and had nothing more 
to say. Abel Manley said that 
he did the killing, but neither 
would give any reason furit. All shook hands with 
their jailer, physician and each other, and bid the 
others good-bye in the andience. Ata signal from 
Marshal Dell, Jailers Hicklerand Burns put cords 
on theirarms and feet and black caps over their 
faces. The ropes were then carefully adjusted, and 
ata given signal the drop fell, and the tive men 
went down into death. Padgett, MeGowen and 
Brown scarecly moved amusele, The two Indfans 
drew up their legs and died hard. Padgett’'s 
pulse stopped in seven minutes. He dfed 
im thirteen minutes with a broken neck. MeGowat’s 
neck was broken, His pulse quit in five minufes, 
and he died in fifteen. Brown's neck was pot 
broken. He had his pulse for six minutrs and died 
in fourteen minutes. Abel Manley’s pulse beat 
twelve minntes. His neck was not brokem He 
died in fifteen ininutes. Amos Manley, with a brok- 
en neck lived fourteen minutes. Twenty-two ipin- 
utesafter the drop fell, ahe work of taking them 
down and placing them in neat black coffihs 
The shackles were removed andthe 
ropes taken off by physicians and others, and the 
coftin lids screwed down. They were taken outand 
delivered so waiting relatives. 

Every one present admitted they had never seen 
an execution more orderly or attended with less un- 
pleasaet occurrences. The term artistic might well 
be applied to the grim ‘procedure.

Seme Strong Evidence Aguinat the Malleys. 

NEW HAVEN, September 10.—In the Malley trial, 
Justice Booth decided to admit the last of James 
Malley’s letters to Jennie Cramer to which defense 
had objected... It Was as follows: 

“Dear: I will call upon you this morning, about 
8 o'clock. -Let me know by bearerif you will be at 
home. Respectfully, yours, J M. 

Added to it in Coroner Bollman’s handwriting 
was: “Admitted by James Malley to be written by 
him three to six days after the.ride to Buells.”’ 

Miss Minnie Kleppstein, wife of. Charles Klepp- 
stein, barber, testified that she lived in the third 
story of the building opposite the Elliott house; she 
knew Jennie Cramer; saw her at the hotel Wednes- 
day hefore the body was found. It was nearly 6 
o'clock, She was standing at the window of the 
hotel, A young lady was with her—Blanche Doug- 
ax. Laterin the evening witness saw a young man 
In the room. Jennie wus standing up as if about 
iready to go home; saw the same two ladies next 
day (Thursday), between 2and 38 o’elock, in front 
of the Elliott house, and aguin at 7 in the evening, 
through the hotel window. Soon after saw them 
up Chappell street; saw Blanche and twogentlemen 
Friday evening talking on the sidewalk. Blanche 
went to ride with one of them, Walter, going duwn 
Chappell street. James went up the street. 

Mrs William $ Crofut testified that she had known 
Jennie Cramer and Walter Malley by sight some 
time and James Malley, Jr,a few weeks. Wednesday 
before the finding of the body she saw Jennie ina 
room of the Elliot house with another lady. Jennie 
was in white and the other in black clothes. It was 
about 5 o'clock or later. About 7 o’clock they left 
the hotel and went up the street. She 
saw them: again next é@vening at about 
7 o'clock, They were conversing about the 
Elliot heuse entrance. Next evening she 
saw the other lady, Blanche Douglas, leave 
the Elfiett house, and go off with a young 
man. Another young man _ stood on the 
sidewalk until they drove off, when he went up. 
The witness identified Walter Malley as the one 
who drove off with Blanehe, and thought James 
st the other, but could not positively identify 
im. 

Mrs Charles Miller testified that Jennie introduced 
her to James Malley Thursday, Ju y 16 or 17, when 
she came to ask her to go to West Haven next day. 

The court adjourned until Monday.

THE FITFUL FLAME,

The Terrible Loss of Life in the Michigan Firc«. 
Detroit, September 10.—The point has now been 
reached where it may be reasonably hoped that we 
shall hear of no fresh disasters to the people of the 
burned districts. Rains have fallen probably suffi- 
cient to qnench the fires, but not enough to soak the 
ground and renew drooping vegetation. It is esti- 
mated that more than 215 families were burned out 
in the towns of Marilette, Flynn, Argyle, Evergreen, 
Moore, Sowalland Elwer, and that thirty-two per- 
sons are known to be dead. Men, who trmveled 
through the burnt. district yesterday, report 
the fires mostly out, and the inhabitants 
sitting about the ashes of their burned houses. 
Many are burned and otherwise injured. They are 
disconsolate and almost bereft of their senses. Pro- 
visions, clothing, bedding and other necessities are 
being constantly forwarded, and men are traveling 
through the burnt sections distributing supplies, 
and taking the names of those whoarein need. 
Many ‘rsons are still missing in the burn- 
ed district and the exact loss cannot be known 
for some days. Sixty-five burials have 
already been reported in six towns, and it is said 
that twenty-seven dead bodies have been found in 
the country between Badaxe and Port Hope. 
Trains are now running Sregularly to Sand Beach 
and Mariette. The older settled towns have suf- 
rered no losses to speak of, but it will fall on the 
poorer class of people that are just starting in newer 
towns. A good deal of suffering is also repo;ted from 
fhe back partof Tucola county,where as near as can 
be ascertained some scores of families have been com- 
“etely burned out, and it is feared that there has 
n some loss of life, though itis believed to be 
small. The worst destruction is probably at an end. 
The work of relief must now be systematically pros- 
eeuted. hh ny instances these poor people must 
the winterand supplied with 
every necessary of life.

A QUESTION OF LENGTH. 


A Talk with Lenting Real Estate Owners on the Value 
ef Atlanta Keal Estate. 


There has been some inquiry as to the advance in 
rents that is being made in various parts of the city 
on almost all classes of property, and THE CoNstTI- 
TUTION has been invited by its readers to ascertain 
what cause there was for such advance,and whether 
any necessity for better rents existed. 

We know of no bettter way to ascertain what rents 
ought to be than to measure the percentage they 
pay and see whether or not there is an excessive div- 
idend on the money invested. ' From a perfectly re- 
liable person we learn. the following concerning 
Governor Brown's rents: 

“Governor Brown owns about three hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of city property. It is mostly 
in stores and mostly in the heart of the 
city and improved in good style. The rents pay an 
average of six to seven per cent. on the investment 
above taxes, commissions and insurance. Of course, 
some property pays better than this, but some pays 
less, and the uverage is between six and seven per 
cent. An evidence that it pays no more is furnished 
in the fact that Governor Brown built for Mr. Block 
a large store,jfor which he pays seven percent. net 
on the cost of the building, and a fair valuation of 
theJand.’’

“My property pays me about seven per cent net 
on the investment above taxes and insurance, I 
don’t think it amounts to as much as eight per 
eent,”’ 

Mr Grant did not say what he considered the per 
centage of increased worth, 

MrF P Rice, who rents over fifty buildings— 
stores and residences, suys: 

‘* My property pays me from eight to tenper cent 
net, one piece taken with another and one year 
with another. This isabove taxes, repairs and in- 
suranec,’’ 

“What do you think is the percentage of annual 
iecrease in value ? 

“I think property in Atlanta increases from ten to 
fifteen percentin value‘every year that it stands. My 
property has certainly done so for the past few 
years.”’ 

Mr James who rents a good deal of property, says: 

“I only get from six to seven per cent net on 
property, and prefer store property 
the safest investment while it does not pay 
perhaps as large dividends. The increase in the 
value of property In Atlanta last year was twenty- 
five per cent; other years it has been less, but no five 
years have ever passed or will ever pass, in my opin- 
ion, Without adding twenty-five percent to the value 
of tlie average property of Atianta.’’ 

A leading real estate agent who has a large renting 
list said: 

‘I think that I pay to those who put their property 
in my hand an average of about eight per cent 
a year. Some men geton property high as fifteen 
per cent, others get as low as four. The bulk of 
property pays about eight. Small buildings for res- 
idence purposes pay better profits than stores, and 
rent just as readily.’’ 

“What do you think is the annual percentage of 
increase in value?"’ 

‘In the last yearlam satisfied that the average 
property of Atlanta has increased from twenty to 
thirty per cent. in value. In some cases much more 
and in others less. I see noreason why there should 
not be the same increase next year and a steady in- 
crease thereafter.’’ 

“What about the rise in rents?" 

“T find that there is a general rise in rentals of all 
classes of property. We scarcely ever disturb a 
tenant who isin possession and who has rented the 
preperty forsome time. But in most new leases we 
make an advance. Whether or not this advance is 
justified Ican not say. There is only this much to 
be said: There is a greater demand for houses thah 
there are houses to supply, and as long as this is so 
rents will be active. I have only one house to rent 
on my lists where usually I would have fifty, and 
the demand is increasing as far as I can judge, even 
more rapidly than new houses are being built to 
mectit. Our population is growing with a rapidity 
that is wonderful. We have calls daily from 
strangers looking for homegs and have scarcely any- 
thing to offer them, It may be that this exceptional 
rush is on account of the exposition and that after 
it is over we will find that we have as many houses 
as are needed.”’

The horse attached to the wagon 
was running away, and when the couple was in the 
middle of the street the collision occurred. One 
shaft struck the young lady on the head knocking 
her about twenty feet, where she lay in an 
unconscious state until carried into the residence 
of Captain W. H. Bfothertoen, near where the acci- 
dent occurred. The gentleman were struck by the 
wagon and knocked under the wheels, which passed 
over his legs. : 

As soon as possible medical aid was procured and 
an examination of the injuries had. Drs. .Roach, 
White and Camp were in attendance, and stated 
that Mr. Gaskins’s injuries consisted of two badly 
bruised legs, caused by the wheels passing over 
them, a fractured rib on the ieft side 
and pases ow ig the extent of which had inot 
been ascert#ined.

So thought Thomas Hood, after some per- 
sonal acquaintance of the land where the peo- 
ple “called their mothers meres, and call 
their daughters fillies." I quote the English 
humorist from memory, but the spirit of his 
punning pen is a more mirthful one than 
most unlearned visitors to France can afford 
to indulge.

To 
him I owe the favor of many points of infor- 
m, as we traveled through Normandy, 
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ci one side. I sincerely 
[have seldom spent as 
pleasant hours as those which we consumed 
im ine railway journey from Dieppe to Paris. 
To meet a countryman in a foreign land is a 
vreat comfort. To mect a southerner, a true 
man in the days that tried men's sOuls, is a 
great favor. To meet such an one, and find 
him intelligent, sociable, accommodating and 
ready to serve you by any meansin his power, 
I felt to be a blessing which called for thanks 
to a beneficent Providence. 

I had always heard, and have often read, 
that France was cultivated likea garden. But 
I had no conception of the reality until I saw 
it. Surely the art of inducing the earth to 
yield her fruits can go nofurther. Every foot 
of soil is economized—the yery forests are 
planted by the hand of man, and the _ trees 
yaced in regular lines and columns, that look 
ike several troops on parade. Whatever is 
valuable is cultivated—the useless and nox- 
ious plants are rooted up and destroyed. The 
houses of the people on the line are built to 
stay. Albeit, many are roofed with thatch, 
vet the moss clings to that and helps to pre- 
serve the dwelling from the assaults of the 
weather. Here, too, I saw the reason 
of a phenomenon which I do not remember 
to have seen explained. The people of France 
drink wine instead of water. It is‘not simply 
choice, but actual necessity. 

The great chalk cliff$ which appeared upon 
the very border of France continued at inter- 
vals, and when they disappeared the rotten 
limestone formation yeilded its alkali so read- 
ilv, that I found, further on, and in northern 
Italy, the running streams almost as white as 
milk, notwithstanding the long drouth that 
has prevailed for weeks. 

Soon IT got a sight of the Seine, the river of 
Paris. I was not much less surprised than 
when I first saw the Thames. This latter 
river, at London, is not by any means as wide 
as the Chattahoochee at the Western and At- 
lantic crossing, near Atlanta, and the Seine is 
about as large a stream as the Etowah near 
Cartersville. From the cars, passing over it 
repeatedly, it did not seem to me to be forty 
vards in width. -I have since foufid all the 
rivers of Europe that I have seen to be on the 
sume diminutive scale. Having crossed the 
Rhone nearrthe spot where Cresar built his 
bridge, I think much less of his good sense in 
writing that elaborate description of it in his 
commentaries. An American schoot boy 
could build a bridge over the Rhone almost as 
easily as he can translate Caesar's account of 
his militarv’achievement there. But Ll am 
informed, that in the bed of the Seine, from 
its mouth to Paris, are a number of endless 
chains, and these perform the work of navigat- 
ing the river by means of stationary engines. 


My American ideas of natural products re- | 


ceived the first shock in the grand old Alps, 
of which I shall have something to say here- 
after. About 1 o’clock in the day, the cars 
reached the ‘‘gare,”’ as they calla station, in 
Paris, and in a few minutes I wasin my hotel. 
Here, all sights and sounds were new and 
confusing. A sense of loneliness came over 
me, when I reflected how far 1 was from home, 
and that in this great city no one knew me, or 
cared for me.

In a 
few moments we were friends, and he began 
to tell me of his troubles. dle was, he said, 
nearly starved to death. He had been in Paris 
for a week, but could not eat the meals served 
at his table Uhote, and did not know how to 
call for anything he wanted... He managed to 
guess at some names on yarious bills of fare, 
and pointed them out tothe waiters, but when 
the dishes came he vowed that a civilized ani- 
mal could not eat them. He was nearly dead 
for a cup of coffee, but 
“straight,” and when they brought brandy 
to him to mix with his coffee he became des- 
He had walked around Paris, had 
seen “English spoken here,’ and tried them, 
but they did not speak any English known in 
the United States, nor even in England. I 
felt a keen sympathy for my friend, for I had 
observed already that the rapid speech of the 
Parisian can only be understood by an ear ac- 
customed to French sounds. THowever, we 
made a descent upon a coffee house, and 
when we were seated, I ordered the waiter to 
bring us a “‘tasse du cafe and lait.’’ *‘That’s 
it!’ exclaimed my friend, “lay means milk, 
don’t it?” “Of course, I replied, and whilst 
the waiter was gone he exercised himself in 
pronouncing the phrase. He was delighted 
to find coffee, milk and sugar, in 4a few mo- 
ments on our table. ‘‘Now,’’ said he, ‘“‘let’s 
have some breae_—whatisit?’’ ‘*M. le waiter,’’ 
orif you like, “Garcon! du pain et du burre 
des seufs,’’ 

“Glorious!”’ shouted the westerner, ‘‘that is 
bread is it? Allof it?’ ‘“Gh,no! Ltold him 
to bring bread, butter and eggs. ‘Pang! 
pang!’’ the hoosier repeated to himself a dozen 
times. ‘‘And burr-burr-burr-safe! safe! safe! 
Capital! These villains shall not starve 
me hereafter, for LlIve got ’em now 
to ai dot! Let me. see: Garsong- 
pange burr-safe! Doocaffay o lay! Splendid! 
[ll get em yet!” And he rubbed his hands 
in the greatest delight. ‘“‘That’s my first 
lesson, stranger—and oh, my! isn’t this coffee! 
Altogether different from the black stuff they 


give me at the hotel!’’ 

And it was good coffee! Alas! f did not 
find any in England! Whatever the cause may 
be—some say it is kept ground for months, 
and even then miaed with chickorv—at all 
events it was not good! But this is real cof- 
fee, gnd well worth the frane we paid for it. 
So here was I, not at all confident of my own 
French, giving lessons toa countryman! It 
took me one week tolearn English in London, 
and could IT hope to do.as well’ in France? 
There are not two sides to the question of 
learning a language, a spoken language. One 
must be among the people; must hear them 
until his ear becomes accustomed to the 
sounds, for looks cannot teach pronunciation. 
My difficulties multiplied. 1. found as many 
dialects of French in Paris as there are of 
English in London, and that is saying a great 
deal. 
when the speaker addressed me in slow, dis- 
tinct tones, but when words ran into each 
other—and the euphony of the French 
conversation requires more of this than I had 
supposed—I was puzzled. Then, again, you 


f must learn to think in French, not in English 


to be translated int® French. I have been 
confirmed in the belief that William Cobbett’s 
French grammar is the best guide to the lan- 
It is now out 
of print. 

But, a truce to the language. Paris is cer- 
tainly a beautiful city. The celebrated places 
that were well known to me from written 
descriptions, were easily recognized. In order 
to see as much as possible in a limited time, 
1 joined an excursion .party, with a 
guide furnished us by Thomas Cook & Son. 
These guides are useful fellows, but only in a 
limited sphere. When you can find one that 
speaks good English, and has a competent 
knowledge of the places visited, the traveler 
fortunate: indeed. On the present occa- 
sion our guide failed in both points. It 
became necessary for me to correct him in 
many instances. Our company was composed 
of Englishmen, with four ladies, also English. 
One of the party had just come from South 
Africa, near the diamond mines. The En- 
glishmen and women were all young peseons. 
and not well posted in’ history, and when our 
guide made a mistake of two or three hun- 
dred yearsin a date, or called Louis the 
seventh when he meant Louis the eleventh, | 
felt constrained to correct him. He took it in 
good humor, however, and laughed at his own 
mistakes. :

The garden of the Tuileries is a beautiful 
park, facing the world renowned palace which 
the vandals destroyed in 1871. The blacken- 
ed walls of the building remain as the spoilers 
left them,a testimony of senseless wrath 
against inanimate objects. After surveying 
the old palace ruins, we visited the institute 
of France, a building of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. This quaint and curious structure is 
the home of five French academies. The so- 
ciety which professes to have the French 
language in charge, and is perpetually en- 
gaged upon a dictiohary—the academy of 
belles lettres—of science—of fine arts—and of 
moral and political science. Our view of the 
building was only from the exterior. 

The royal mint not being open on Wednes 
day, we could not gain admittance. For some 
reason, there are particular days when many of 
these institutions may be seen, and at other 
timés they are closed, A stranger has to spend 
much time in Paris, if he would get even a 
running view of all its celebrated and note- 
worthy places. From the mint we crossed the 
Pont Neuf, over the Seine, There js a saying 
in Paris, that no one can this bridge 
without meeting a priest, a white horse, and 
wt soldier. The priest and the soldier I saw, 
but the white horse [did not see. A statue 
of Henry LV., on a pedestal of white marble is 
on the left as we crossed from the mint. Down 
in the river are floating structures for baths 
and swimming schools... On one of these I 
noticed a large Palmetto tree, an object that 
reminded me ef South Carolinayand her cout 
of armas, 

The palace of Justice stands in the center of 
the old city. It is surrounded by the oldest 
buildings in Paris. Much of the work of the 
middle ages has been destroyed, but the most 
interesting is Sainte Chapelle, crected in 
1245—the guide said in the 12th century—by 
“Saint Louis,” the French king. He built 
this magnificent chapel as a repository for 
certain relics, among them a piece of the 
true of our Savior. . These relies have 
been removed to Notre Dame. Whilst the 
guide was relating this story of the relies our 
young Englishmen were very demonstrative 
in expressing their disbelief. 1 felt ashamed 
of them, and do not wonder that they some- 
times get as good as they said in the way of 
wit and repartee. It ix not necessary to wound 
the feelings of anybody, and whilst I believe 
as little as they in the true cross, and holy 
garments, ete., | did not feel disposed to cx- 
press my thoughts in the presence of those 
who are devout. There is a narrow carpet 
around’ this little chapel, and visitors are al- 
ways requested to walk upon it, but one or 
two of the young Englishmen would struggle 
and stamp their boot-heels on the beautiful 
marble pavement. The guardian of the place 
was very gentle, however, and when I bought 
asterosscopic picture of the interior as a sort of 
apelogy for our company, he gave me the best 
bow and most captivating smile that his 
bronzed form was capable of making. The 
chapel, the guide told us, cost twelve million 
of francs, or two and a quarter million of dol- 
lars. Itis not more than fifty feet long and 
twenty-five wide. As a specimen of decora- 
ted.gothic architecture it is said toe be the fi- 
nest in existence. Almost the whole wall of 
the chapel is taken up in windows fitty feet 
high by thirteen feet wide. « 

I was greatly interested in the churches, 
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ingamong them. The chitirch of St. Germain 
’Auxerrois was built in the fifteenth ecn- 
tury. Asweentered it amass for thedead was 
in progress, and [ could not repress a cold 
shiverasl remembered thatit was from the 
belfry of this church that the signal was 
given for the commencement of the butchery 
of the Huguenots on the dreadful night of St. 
Bartholomew. All night long long the iron 
tongue clanged onthe nigh air—'*kill! kill! 
kill!’ A hundred thousand of the best 
and daughters of France perished on that 
terrible night. These poor creatures, decrepit 
women, and sad mourners who sit and kneel 
by turns as the decorated priests go through 
the empty pageant before us, had nothing to 
do with this revolting crime, itis true. Yett 
could not breathe freely in the precinet of a 
place that had been the scene of such a revolt- 
ing crime. How strange are the revolutions 
of time! On the spotfrém which bloody Bar- 
tholomew’s massacre Was proclaimed, to-day a 
company of Protestants stand, and walk curi- 
ously around the intoning and chanting 
priests! A significant placard is on the walls 
now. Inwsubstance it Is this: “‘AD servitors 
and attendants of this church are requested to 
be particularly polite and attentive to strang- 
ers visiting this church.”’ Alas! can masses 
for the dead and constrained civility now atone 
for the innocent blood that was shed on that 
dismal night? On the belfry now is a dial 
which records the changes of the weather and 
the wind. This placard is a better reading of 
the signs of the times. The old days can ney- 
er come again. And for -this, all lovers of 
humankind must say, ‘the Lord be praised,”’ 

The magnificent museum of the Louyre is 
a world of treasures, reaching back two thou- 
sand three hundred years and more. For here 
is an Kgyptian princess, a mummy, whose 
dusky face and form li¢ open to view—a relic 
three thousand years old, or more! Paintings 
and sculptures, and coins, and jewelry of 
Greeks and Romans—treasures pillaged by Na- 
poleon I., and lodged here. *assing from 
room tp room the eye of the scholar and the 
artist is feasted until a surfeit of wonders 
gives areal sensation of pain. The sinister 
face of Nero among the Roman emperors is 
the only one that seems historical. Caligula 
is a botter looking man than Marcus Aure- 
lius, and poor Seneca in his bath the hour 
before his miserable death, might be mistaken 
for a statue of the prince of darkness. Of 
pictures I do not claim to be a judge. There 
are many of the “old masters” here. Titian, 
Rubens, Rembrandt, Leonardi da Vinci, Ra- 
phael, Perugino—these are names familiar to 
the lovers of art. and any one might spend a 
twelvemonth here with profit. A hasty glance 
was all that I could give, and not always that, 
for, like many others, | was chiefly employed 
in trying to keep on my feet. The floor is 
made of finely polished wood, as slick as glass, 
and I would as soon stand with a pair of 
skates on a field of ice. Several of the visitors 
made awkward slides, and I looked every mo- 
ment for some one to come down at full 
length. It was like walking upon eggs, I sup- 
pose, for I have never tried that. What the 
object of this fine floor polish may be, I know 
not. 

After a visit to St. Sulpice, the richest 
church in Paris, we went to Notre Dame. 
This cathedral is a grand building, but I shall 
not attempt to describe it until I have seen 
the cathedral of Milan, and St. Peter's at 
Rome, The church is magniticent, the largest 
in Paris—it-is said, will hold 20,000 persons. 
It was converted into the ‘‘Temple of mason” 
by the atheists of the revolution, and re- 
stored by Napoleon. 

Only one other place I can mention now. 
Our guide told us it was the manufactory 
of “the goblins.’ He laughed heartily 
when hée.was told what a‘“‘goblin”’ was. The 
eelebrated Gobelin tapestry in my opinion, is 
the finest work of art in Paris. It isthe prop- 
erty of the republic, and eighty men and 
forty boys only are permitted to work at 
the foctory. Indeed this number is sacredly 
guarded and the secret of the manufactpre is 
not known beyond these hundred and twenty 
persons. All forms of art, borders, flowers, 
statues, portraits, scenery, are worked in 
various colors in silk, upen a peculiarly con- 
structed loom. Some of the faces woven 
here are the most perfect specimens of art ny 
eyes have seen. The very tint of human 
flesh, the expression of the countenance, the 
sete Pr psetia.: Bi the fac-similes of land- 
scapes in a row, everything that the brush of 
the painter can , is here worked in silk 
so wonderfully accurate, that the eye is de- 


ceived utterly. I felt fully repaid fer seven 
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}the mafiufactory of  Gobelin tapestry. 
What the opinion of my companions were, I 
know not, but I am free to say that I would 
ather own some of these tapestry pictures 
than any painting in the gallery of the 
Louvre. Perhaps I am wrong in this judg- 
ment, It may be misplaced enthusiasm, but 
Iam no painter, and cannot see some things 
which create a furore among the sons of men, 
in what is called “art.’”’ I have, at least, the 
merits of frankness. Give me _ the Gobeliu 
tapestry, as a decorationgfor the mansion, the 
palace and the home, above all the paintings 
that were ever made by the genius of man,

POWDER SPRINGS, September 10.—There are some 
good signs of war in these parts, Tents are pitched 
all around the springs, and shanties and bunks for 
the soldiers ‘and sheds for the horses and mules.

How 
sindrt men worked with life boats in the rapids, but 
worked in vain, for though held with ropes from the 
bridge above and from the bunks on either side,they 
whorled over and over like a feathery toy, and how 
at last they builta raft of heavy logs and let it down 
safely to him and he got on it and raised his hands 
in grateful prayer and all the multitude shouted, 
and strong men wept like children, He was nothing 
but a man—a poor mechanic—and his wife and lit- 
tle children were there, and yet all hearts were for 
the time absorbed in him and them, and thousands 
of dollars were offered as a reward to those who 
would save him. A dayand a night he had been 
on the end of that log and when atthe last his safety 
seemed assured the people rejoiced and almost 
smothered the poor woman and her children with 
their embraces, Butit was not so ordained. The 
raft was slowly guided to the island, when suddenly 
it reached a whirlpool that lifted it on 
its edge and turned it over. The man 
was lost. He rose erect as he neared the brink, and 
with his hands clasped over his head went down. 
How solemn was the stillness of those moments I 
will never forget, and vet he was nothing to us or to 
anybody except his family and his kindred, I won- 
der why it is that such scenes arouse us and affect 
us, and yet we care so little for the sufferers all 
around ns who lingerand languish for weeks within 
reach of our help and our purses. 

Tliis little village is the center of a beautiful and 
proeperne region—a region where good people live 
in P easant homes and enjoy all the comforts of life 
and many of its luxuries. In an area of ten miles 
square hardly a poor man can be found—that is, 
a man who has not a eomfortable home or is 
not in some honest way making a comfort- 
able living. There are the middle classes 
that old Agur prayed about not rich enough to 
curse nor poor enough to steal. Some good men 
along time ago settled here, who paid their debts 
punctually and these people have kept it up. A 
merchant told me that his credit sales last year were 
$0,000,and it was all paid by Christmas except twenty 
dollars. Here is where the Kisers made their 
money, and I'll bet they will never be as happy 
aguin as they were here. This is a_ nice 
place to live in, and if there is virtue in any 
mineral water there must bein these springs, for 
they come from a sulphurous region. These farm- 
ers have got pretty good crops notwithstanding the 
drouth. Some of them are, experimenting with 
clover, and Mr Butner, who set one acre year before 
last, harvested from asingle cutting this summer 
four tons, lacking 20 pownds by actual weight, of 
well cured hay. One hundred and twenty dollars 
from a single acre. Just think of it, you cotton men, 
and weep. 

General Sullivan broke dirt here yesterday. There 
wasent much ceremonial fuss made over it, but Cap- 
tain Redman hollered at the niggers, and the nig- 
gers hollered at the mules, and the mules brayed 
and jerked an elephant plow about a foot in the 
ground, and the good work was begun. Standing 
upon the bank, I said: ‘‘All hail to the tie that is to 
bind Rome to the sea, and the north to the south. 
All hail to King Cole, who conceived, and to Major 
McCracken, who planned, and General Sullivan, 
who is to execute. All hail to the en- 
gineers and their working boys, not _ for- 
retting the brawny . arms who are to 
fevel the hillsand fillupthe hollows and tunnel 
the mountains as they go. Hail, all hail to the syn- 
dicate that supplies the sinews of this peaceful war 
and to Mr. Seney,a noble patriot who knows no 
north orsouth in his munificent benefactions.’’

You say if the shortage be 1,000,000 bales Georgia 
will not share that with her sister states, ‘‘or words 
to that effect,”’ and you say that you do not believe 
Georgia will show a shortage of five per cent, ‘‘if, in- 
deed, it shows that much.’’ 

We are merchants at this point, and will sell dur- 
ing the present year over $200,000 worth of general 
merchandise. We sell largely in the counties of 
Rockdale, Walton, Newton, Jasper, Henry and Butts, 
and have, through ouremployes, traveled over most 
of the territory of the above counties. and they 
average above any other six adjoining counties in 
the state, and we are willing to-day to make a Bible 
oath that those counties, with an - increased 
acreage of at least three per cent. will 
not make seventy-five per cent. of the cotton 
they did last year. We have culled our information 
on which we base the foregoing statement from 
over 2,000 farmers and planters in the above coun- 
ties. 

Our “poor people’’ are being somewhate reim- 
bursed iy proper estimate and corresponding 
price for the failure of a good crop.
